In tho Blue-book on ohne, Ne. 1 (1901) some, 
further detuils appear of Li, Hung-chang’s 
manoourres last year. Just before the relief of 
Peking Li claimed to huye been appvinted to 
negotiate pence with the Powers. He had 
inet¥ectually uttempted to yet the troops stopped 
on their way at ‘Lungchow, and he temagrapned 
from Shanghai to the Chinese Ambassador m 
Loudon as follows :— ‘ 

* Treaty Powers alldeclared that the sole ob- 
ject of tivir advancing forces to Peking was to 
rescue their Ministers. Now they buve realised 
their object; the allied forces are’ now in 
Poking, und they find their Ministers, staffs,
